Madam Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


PG I hereby present my report for the 
year : 


At the request of the Ministry of 
Health observaticns of the water supply, whether piped or otherwise,is 
hereby included. ; 


With regard to Infectious Diseases, 
excluding Pulmonary Tuberculosis, the health of the district continues 
tO be very satisfactory. Scarlet Fever, with the exception of a 
minority of septic cases, continues to be a benign disease without con- 
plications, we also continue to be in a happy position regarding 
Diphtheria; the only hypertoxic patients admitted to our hospital were 
these who had not had a complete ccurse of immunisation. Our record in 
the latter respect compares very favourably with any other local 
authority, the number of children immunised at the 31st December 1946 
was 4,240 and the approximate child population at that period was 
5,090. I feel sure that if parents realised the dreadful plight of a 
malignant toxie diphtheretic patient with its associated vomiting, 
panting respiration, various haemorrhages, cold collapse and finally 
cardiac defeat there would be one hundred per cent protecticn against 
this foul disease. 


Tuberculosis among the young adults is 

Still a dire infection, it may be well termed the "White Plague". Bunt Fe) 
incidence continues to slowly rise and is likely to do so until the food 
and housing conditions improve. The waiting list for sanatorium treat- 

ment is gradually lengthening with the result that when some patients 
are admitted the prolonged waiting for a bed has frequently caused them 
to be in a parlous state. The extra attention these severely ill 
patients require has made heavy demands on the greatly curtailed nursing 
statt, so much so that occasionally we have been obliged to request 
neighbouring authorities for aid. 


The chief causes of death, Cancer, 


jeart Disease and Intra-cranial Vascular Disorders were much the same 
as in previous years.

The number of 
deaths of residents in the District, which occurred outside the District 
was 32 males and 55 females. The total number of deaths when corrected 
for inward and outward transfers is 271, 126 males and 145 females. 

The death-rate (corrected for inward and outward transfers) and in- 
cluding deaths from all causes and at all ages is 11.6 per thousand of 
the estimated population.

WATER SUPPLIES. 
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As before, the district was supplied by the Sunderland & South 
nhields Water Board. Bactericlcogical Examinaticns were carried out by 
the owners. This examination was necessary in case any water-bcrne 
disease was brought into the district by troops and evacuees. 


AT EAST, MIDDLE AND WEST HERRINGTON many of the houses are supplied 
by the Lambton, Hetton & Joicey Collieries from their pumping station 
Situated in Silksworth Lane. This supply was satisfactory. 


AT OFFERTON the supply is taken from a well situated in a field to 
the north-west of the village. The water is lifted from the well by 
& pump which is driven by a windmill and the water is stored in iron 
sterage tanks situated near Offertcon Hall. From thence it is led tc 
the various houses in the village.

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PUBLIC CLEANSING ~--. COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL OF HOUSE REFUSE. 
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On general principle it was possible to maintain regular collections 
of house refuse throughout the year. There were occasions at various 
periods of the year when the work fell behind schedule in the parishes of 
hylten and then Ryhope, to be followed by further interuptions at Silks- 
wortn, Castletown and Ryhope in that order. The delays were caused by 
the breakdown of one or other of the refuse collection vehicles. One 
lof the vehicles sustained severe damage when the rear brackets broke and 
ithe body came off the chassis, this occurred whilst tipping on the refuse 
ip. plisithne vehicles are in very poor condition and/I sincerely hope 
‘they will be able to maintain the werk of refuse collection until the

REFUSE DISPOSAL. 

The refuse from the Parishes of Ryhope, Tunstall and Silksworth 
(representing approximately 75% of the district's total refuse) is 
disposed of at Cherryknowle Tip, Ryhope, by the-system of "Controlled 
|Tipping". 9,981 tons of refuse were disposed of on this tip during the 
year. 

The remainder of the refuse collected in the District was disposed 
Of by a modified form of control or led on to fields at the request of 
}lecal farmers or market gardeners. 
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SALVAGE, 
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The recovery of all salvable materials was continued during the 
year, 


The collections, on the whole, have again been regular throughout 
the area, and the quantities of various materials and the revenue 
arising from the sales, show a considerable increase upon that of the 
preceeding year. 


In addition to the amount accrueing from the sale of materials, 
£26. 9s. 6d. was received from the Board of Trade as a bonus for waste 
paper collections under the terms of Salvage Circular 125.

During the year 4 complaints were received in respect tc bed bug 
infestaticn. Of this number, 2 were in Ccowncil houses and 2 in private 
houses 


j Efforts are still being made by this department for the ccmplete 
—eliminaticn of bugs, this can cnly be successful with the full co-cper- 
‘aticn of the tenants. It is generally found that residents are lcath 
Mtc give infcrmation as to the existence cf infestations in their 
Wowellings. 
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Both owners and occupiers are enccuraged to seek advise and 
assistance from the department. They themselves are made responsible 
for the stripping of walls, removal cf skirting moulds, picture rails 
etc., this is fcllowed by spraying with a reliable insecticide by a 
Health Department emplcyee. 


During the year Zaldecide was used for spraying. 


JRAINAGE. 
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the Council's comprehensive post-war building prcgramme has 
incurred a cconsiderable amcunt cf additicnal werk in the Health 
Department during the year. 


The varicus housing schemes in pregress thrceughcut the district 
have claimed the time cf the inspectors as scon as the respective 
drainage systems became ready for inspecticn. 


All main and branch drains were tested by means of the "water 
test" in order te verify that they were scund and watertight. 


Threugheut the year, 3,012 yards of 4" drain were tested, 
invelving scme 164 visits. 
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HOUSING. 


: No action has been taken during the year under Part 2 of the 
Housing Act, 1936, following the submissicn to the Council of the 
report upon the Housing survey, carried cut in 1945. 


The system of records, however, is being compiled and the forms 
of inspection completed, as far as possible, ready for filing. 


No large-scale works of re-conditioning or improvement of private 
dwelling-houses have been effected in the district during the year, 
owing to the fact that labour and materials are directed to the 
building of new hceouses. Defects of an urgent character only have 
been referred to owners of properties for their attention. 


This principle has been fcllowed now for the past seven years 
because of the shortage of labour and building materials, with the 
result that the general housing conditions in the district are, to 
put it mildly, on a very low plane. 


It can therefore be safely asserted, that many of the dwelling- 
houses in the district, which normally could have been made "fit in 
all respects" by the carrying out cf extensive repairs, are being 
allowed to deteriorate into the "slum clearance" category. 


Almost everyone appreciates, and will agree, that pricrity must 
be given to the building of new houses, but, it must scon be decided 
whether it is fair, or even gccd pclicy, to concentrate wholly upcn 
the erection of new houses to the entire exclusicn of the repair cf 
existing prcperties. 
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INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION OF FOOD. 
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The inspection of the usual commodities of food intended for human 
consumption has again been carried out during the vear with intensified 
effort. A considerable proporticn of the normal available time is 
devoted tc this very important work of the department. 


; The inspection of all meat, both home-killed and imported, was 

' carried out at the Ryhope Slaughterhouse and Allccation Centre, for the 
ms ceaham Urban as well as our cwn district. Details of this work will 

_ be found later in the report. 


MILK SUPPLY. 
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During the year, 142 visits were made to cowsheds, dairies and 
milkshops, for the purpcse of ensuring that milk is produced, stored 
and distributed to the public in a clean condition and “ree fren path- 
cgenic organisms. 


The inspecticns usually found the premises to be in a fairly clean 
condition and regularly cleansed and Lime—washed. It was, hewever, 
fcund necessary upon 10 occasicns to draw the attention of retailers to 
ccntraventicons committed by their employees, e.g. insufficient care to 
persenal hygiene. 


It is well knewn that milk is an article of fcod essential to all 
members of the community, but ncne nicre so than young children and in- 
valids, therefore tco much care cannct be taken to safeguard the clean 
preduction, storage and distributicn cf such supplies.

As stated previcusly, « ccnsidecrable amcunt cf time has been devcted 
tc this impertant branch cf the work at the Government Slaughterhcuse, 
Ryhcepe, which serves cur District and the Seaham Urban District, a total 
populaticn cf cver 50,000.

The months of August to Nevember (inclusive) were the busiest time 
pct the year, during the whcle cf this pericd it was necessary tc spend 
some porticn cf every day at the slaughterhcuse owing tc the fact that 
the neat ration, during that time, ccnsisted of frem 80% tc 100% of 
_heme-killed meat. 


The work of meat inspecticn inevitably entails the werking of long 
heurs, many of which fall cutside the normal hceurs cf duty (including 
Sundays and Bank Hclidays), however, compensation is received fcr such 
/-werk in the way cf perscnal satisfaction which accrues from the fact 
"that contributicn is made te the safeguarding cf public health by 
preventing the sale cf diseased and unwhclescme meat. 


All animals slaughtered are inspected befcre being expcsed fcr 
Hsale, and no carcase cr crgans allowed to leave the slaughterhcuse 
Swithout examinaticn. 


/ The tctal number cf animals slaughtered during the year was 
(11,798, this is an increase of 25.5% cver the number slaughtered in 
1945.
